Sheriff of the Shire where they dwell ,. under. the pains and penalties contained in tie faids Afts of Parliament : Likeas, 
We with advice foreſaid, do hereby Authorize and require , all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailies, Magiſtrates of Burghs, Juſtices of 
Peace, .and Officers of Our Forces , that. they take notice of all perſons whom they find travelling- , not only car- 
rying the faids Fire-arms., but alfo carrying- Swords , Durks, Whingers, Halbards , Poll-axes, or any other Weapons in- 
valive; that they ſcjze upon. the. ſaids Fire-arms, and ſecure the perſons carrying the ſame , not having Licence from one of 
Our Privy Council, or from a Sheriff, or Stewart granted to: theſe within their lmny- ay until they give Bond and Cauti- 
on to compear before Competent Judges, and anſwer for their tranſpreſſion of the ſfaids As of Parliament; and in caſe 
the faids Travellers be found to carry any of the ſaids Arms, they not being Noblemen, Landed-Gentlemen , or their Chil- 
dren, or Servants travelling with them or their Children, and not: having paſles expreſſing whence they came, and whither 
they go , under the hand af,one of, Our Privy Council, Lords of Seffion, Sheriff, Stewarts, Bailies of Royalties or Re- 
ities; Magiſtrates of Burghis , Juſtices of Peace, or Commiſſionersof Exciſe granted in favours of theſe within their Bounds; 
t the faids-perſons be exarined by Our fſaids Judges, and. Officers itz whoſe Bounds they ſhall be found; and in caſe they 
eannot givea ſufficient-account of themſclves , that they are none of theſe vagrant perſons ,. diſturbers of the peace, and com-- 
mitters of the faids Inſolencies;. We do Command Our faids Judges, and Officers to ſcize upon their Arms, and ſecure their 
perſons in the next priſon, and with. all diligence-to ſend an account of their Names and Examination to Our- Sherif-Deputs, 
ſpecially Commiſſionatefor puniſhing of Conventicles., and: other-diſorders of that kind 3. that without delay they may pro- 
ceed to the tryal of the on =} according to their. Commiſſions and Inſtruftions. And We Ordain theſe preſents tocon- 
tinue and endure until the firſt of November next. Onr Will is herefore , and We.C you. ſtraitly and Command , that 
incontinent , theſe Our Letters ſeen ,. ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of. Edinburgh., and other places needfal , and. there make 
publication of the Premiſſes, that none may retend ignorance.
